WHEREAS, the White House Office on National Drug Control Policy (“ONDCP”) awarded 
grant award # G14GA0003A, with no matching funds, to the Department for Atlanta HIDTA, 
that was subsequently approved by Council and the Mayor through 13-0-1034; and 


WHEREAS, the Atlanta Police Department (“Department”) desires to purchase services to 
identify and analyze telecommunications data proprietary to AT&T Corporation, National 
Information Systems (“AT&T’), as the “pass through” agency of Atlanta HIDTA, paying all 
costs with funds from grant award # G14GA0003A, which are sufficient to cover all the costs of 
the purchase; and
